The victory 
of Hindenburg is regarded as a ide- 
cided step toward restoration of the 
old regime.

Comment of High Officials. 

President Coolidge is expected ‘o 
make his position known definitely 
Tuesday.

“tT don't think, so far as economic 
policies are concerned, that the elec- 
tion of Von Hindenburg has very 
great significance. It doesn't follow 
that investors will Jose confidence in

German presidency is not an. impor- 
tant authority, ag it is here. The 
main importance of the election is as 
an indication of the trend of German 
thought. It was a natural reaction 
in a country whére the tradition of 
monarchy and loyalty to the kaiser 
was firmly established for so many 
yearn. 
Sees No Change in Policy. 

“Rut I don’t think it has any sigs- 
nificance as to changes of policy. The 
policies that Von Hindenburg has 
committed himself to are those of the 
Dawes plan and economic co-oper- 
ation supported by the present gov- 


ernment. It doesn’t mean necessarily 
that there will follow any movement 
toward restoration. Now that the 
election is over, sentiment may wane 
and change to another direction as

Great Britain is apprehensive re- 
garding the reactions to Hindenburg’s 
election. outside Germany and _ para- 
doxieally is relying on Hindenburg 
bimself to save Germany and Europe 
from thé predicted dire results of his 
political success. Britain regrets Hin- 
Ceribure’s election and realizes that 
his nationabist supporters intend the 
old gentleman to be a figurehead, but 
there is consolation for the British in 
the thought that Hindenburg is an 
Lonest soldier and not a_ politician. 
It is hoped that he will fulfill his 
promises of loyalty to the constitu- 
tion, and it is believed that if he does, 
Europe, after initial uneasiness, 
would return to the state of mind ex- 


isting before the election. 


Meanwhile the British expect the 
immediate results of Hindenburg’s 
eleciion to be as follows: 

1. Uneasiness in International busi- 
Ness, 

2. Virtual complete suspension of 
the security and disarmament plans to 
have been consummated in 1925. 

6. A wave of sympathy fer France 
and antipathy for Germany. 

All these results, it is explained, are 
temporary, to be dispelled or solidified 
aerording to Hindenburz’s own . ac- 
tiorrs. 

Immediate discussion has been be- 
sun with France to assure her’ of 
british support in the event of bel- 
ligerency in the German attitude to- 
ward disarmament, Cologne or the 
Dawes plan. Anglo-American discus- 
sion likewise is progressing. Ambas- 
sador Alanson B. Houghton’s formal 
visit to Foreign Secretary Austin 
Chamberlain Monday provided an up- 
portunity for an exchange of views. 
Houghton learned much of Germany 
during his ambassadorship there and 
he may prove extremely helpful to 
Britain and the other allies during 
the next few weeks. 

The government still is consider:ng 
the advisability of congratulating 
Hindenburg on his election. It 1s 
feared that France would. be offended 
if such congratulations were sent and 
that Germany will be offended if they

Washington, April —Within a 
few hours after he had surrendered 
the stars which for almost fivé years 
had marked him a brigadier general, 
assistant chief of the army air ser- 
vice, Cvlonel William Mitchell, ap- 
reared today before a group of of- 
ficers who had gathered to bid him 
furewell and took up anew his fight 
for a unified air service. 

While he had found it impossible 
to de anything to promote the air 
service thraggh the war and = navy 
departments, Colonel Mitchell said, he 
would continue his efforts “‘hefere the 
people and the congress.” He made it 
rlein that he would continue his fight, 
r-gardless of whether be was a gen- 
eral or an officer of lower rank 
whether he was in Washington or in 
Texas.

Would Give Ample Protection. 

With such an ecrganizution in ex 
istence, he said, the coast and _ bor- 
ders of the United States would be 
safely protected. ‘The units of the 
ofanization, he thought, should be 
vased ou the 14 largest cities and be 
prepared at ull times to take the field 
upon two weeks’ notice. 
‘Every first class power has such 
organization,” he declared, “‘Dur- 


ing ground armies. In the future, 
‘ommand of the air will dominate. 
Tuss of the air will mean there .is no 
lenger need for ground armies. But 
‘t has been impossible to do anything 
ty develop air power through the war 
end navy departments.” 

Colenel Mitchell declared that the 
zimy had rot developed new methods 
of defense and never would, and that 
this mission at present was one for 
the air service.

Arousing the suspicions of Captain 
W. F. Terry, in charge of the morn- 
ing watch at poiice station, as they 
rushed ov. of a.drug store run wy 
F. E. Arnold at 455 Gordon street 
at 10:55 o'clock Monday night, At- 
lanta’s dapper bandits led the po- 
lice officer a fast and furious chase, 
to the accompaniment of pistol shots, 
and then made tueir escape through 
a maze of traffv¢. | 

Captain Terry was on his way in 
his automobile to report for the mid- 
night watch, saving just left his home 
on Cascade avenue. As he approach- 
ed the Arnold Drug store on Gor- 
don street, he saw two young men 
run out of :2e place. At first he 
thought they were just youths having 
a good time, but quickly. changed his 
mind when he saw them jump into a 
waiting car, aicu had been left with 
its motor runuing, and speed away, 
just as someone from the store fired 
a shot. 

Bandits Fire on Officer. 

The police officer at once turned 
his car and gave chase, following the 
speeding bandit car to Holdecness 
street, then to Lurile avenue and 
finally to Ashby street, where the iwo 
youths gave him the slip by dodging 
in among many ofher automobiles. 
He tried to approach close enoug: to 
read the license number, but it was 
so placed that it was impossible to 
read. The bandits fired severa! shots 
at their pursuer. 

Captain Terry said he did not opev 
fire on the bandits, on account of the 
fact he was trying to read the number 
of the bandits ear, .and also on at- 
count of the fact he was afraid. ae 
would hit an innocent bystander. 

Mr. Arnold «was alone in his store 
when the two young men entered and 
asked for a package of cigarettes. He 
turned to get the package, and faced 
a revolver when he handed the pack- 
ag@ over the counter. One of the 
boys kept him covered, while the 
other slipped behind the counter and 
took $10 from the register. 

The pair semed uneasy, It was said, 
and rushed out of the store without 
waiting to lock Mr. Arnold up, as tas 
been the custom in the dapper bandit 
robberies. They jumped into their 
car, to be followed by Captain Terry. 

Answer Descriptions. 

The pair who robbed Mr. Arnold 
answered the description of the dap- 
per bandits held responsible for a 
number of gasoline filling station 
and store hold-ups within the past 
weeks, one being dressed in a 
hat and tan slippers, while the, other 
wore a brown suit and a gray hat. 
Both were said to be about 20 yeass 
of age. five feet. eight inches fall and

THE HIGHWAY TOLL. 

Sunday’s toll of highway acci- 
dents emphasizes the demand that 
the approaching legislature provide 
a code of safety laws that shall re- 
lieve a situation that is today 
actually worse than war, in. per- 
centage of casualties. 


There have been few more dis- 
tressing highway tragedies in Geor- 
gia than that near Lawrenceville 
Sunday afternoon when an automo- 
bile ran off a bridge over a rail- 
road track and killed two young 
ladies and severely, and perhaps 
fatally, injured several others. 

The grade crossing must go, as 
quickly as it is reasonably practi- 
cable, and blind grade crossings 
should go at once, but in building 
viaducts over tracks it is equally as 
important that they shall be made 
proof against just such accidents 
as this one. The guard rails on 
any bridge so élevated above the 
underpass should be sufficiently 
strong to resist automobile impacts, 
should they, by’ recklessness, or 
the swerving of a car from a blow- 
out or any other cause, occur. 

There are several standard high- 
way safety ‘laws that have been 
passed by other states since the 
Hoover conference in Washington 
in December. 

Looking to the discussion and 
framing of bills to go before the 
Georgia legislature this summer a 
state-wide highway safety confer- 
ence has been called for Atlanta 
May 14-15. To this delegates will 
be appointed by trade and civic 
bodies in practically all the coun- 


officials, legislators, state and 
county officials, representatives of 
women's clubs, etc., and Secretary 
Hoover, who has taken a commend- 
able lead in standardizing state high- 
safety laws, will either be 
present or have a_ representative 
present. Officials of the national 
safety council will be present. 


No more important meeting has 
been called in Georgia in. recent 
years, and it is hoped that the at- 
tendance will be representative, so 
that its conclusions may fairly and 
intelligently represent the voice of 
Georgia. 

Something must be done. The 
safety of the streets in the cities is 
a grave and serious problefh, but 
the safety of the state highways is 
looming as a problem of equal, if 
not greater, importance. The state 
conference will consider both prob- 
lems as correlated.

Signor Mareo ‘Trafeli, an Italian 
seulptor of promise, but also an ar- 
dent admirer of Mussolini and for- 
merly a lheutenant of D’Annunzio’s 
arditti in _gyhe Fiume adventure, ar- 
rived .in New Yerk the other day. 
“What Mussolini is attempting in my 
country is the greatest venture since 
the Caesars. He has freed Italy 
from the _  »estilential red doctrine. 
He has unified the country really for 
the first time in cur modern history. 
We feel, north and south, that we 
form part of that glorious land that 
has dazzled history so often with the 
brilliance of its. teought and culture,” 
he said. “It’s ali wrong to imagine 
that Mussolini and the fascisti are 
oppressing anybody. He is a dicta- 
tor. but he is loved by his followers 
and they will go through hell for him 
to carry out the program of fascism.” 
We asked the young enthusiast what 
further program ftascism had. wheth- 
er it intended to merely solidify its 
conquest of Italy or whether it in- 
tended branching out in the inter- 
national field. “We must have room 
for our people. We are not ani- 
mated .by anv -zrandiose dreams of 
conquering other nations.

May Be Baited 


HAPPY IN THE GLOAMING. 
Dear Doctor: j 

The psychologists tell us, so you te 
us, that only abnormal, subnormal, 
neurotic, neurasthenic folks, obsessed 
with inferiority complexes, feel bet- 
ter or oDrighter on dull days. Of 
course anything. that is unusual is 
«brormal, and [I know I am unusual 
*n ing comfortable on dull days 
than in the glare of sunlight. 

But 1 have often: wondered why 

physiologists, instead of psycholo- 
gists, do not try to tell us something 
about the relative degree of comfort 
which different people fcel in differ- 
ent kinds of weather. 

To me the most beautiful thing in 
the way of weather is a soft mist 
stealing over the rain soaked grass 
and fresh opened buds in May, and 
the next most beautiful thing is the 
fxint purple haze over the golf links 
in November. 

Even normal persons, I dare say, 
concede there is gomething faintly 
disagreeable about the glare on a 
sun baked vacant lot in August. I 
have known such persons toe join me 
in the shade of the old apple tree. 

But most people do dislike the low 
Ilyving clouds that seem to me rather 
soothing; and leaving the complexes 
nvide L wonder what the reason is. 
Perhaps one is the more lable to 
twinges in the joints and another 
to hives; or is there possibly such a2 
thing as people being tuned to a diff- 
crent harometric pressure? 

I don’t ‘assert that everybody 
who feels differently from me necess- 
arily has a neurosis. If that were 
my opinion I suppose I should be a 
psychologist. (C. BE. H.) 

The psychologists do tell us what I 
said they do, but that is all they know 
avout it. 

People who are blend or have light 
complexion are likely to _ prefer 
cluudy days, «nd people who have 
deeply. pigmented skin generally pre- 
fer the brightest sunlight. It is not 
merely the warmth of the mid sum- 
mer sun that makes a darky love 
tu bask in.it;. the pigment filters 
out the actinic, chemical or ultra- 
violet rays. ‘ 

The glare of intense sunlight or just 
hright diffuse daylight quickly tires 
the eyes, and particularly when there 
is considerable wuneorrected astigma- 
tisth or other visual error. The green 
of. grass or foliage is restful to the 
eyes, not because green has any

ndvantdye over other colors, but mere- 
ly because it absorbs considerable 
light. People who affect green lamn 
green eye shades and the 
lise, would get as much if not more 
eonfort from yellow or violet ones. 
There is no. scientific reason for 
wearing amber-smoked or § other 
tinted glasses as a protection against 
ocdinary daylight glare. These do not 
rest the eres but rather strain 
them, in ordinary daylight. Tempor- 
ury use of smoked or darkened spec- 
tacles ov goggles when exposed ty un- 
usually intense sunlight as in moun- 
tain climbing over the snow or when 
cut on the water, gives much comfort 
and conserves the visicn. 

Sunlight, particularly the invisible 
rays beyond the violet portion of the 
spectrum, is a powerful stimulant to 
the metabolism—the oxidation rate in 
the system. Versons with a highly ac- 
tive metabolism find the bright sum- 
iner sunlight rather disagreeable, while 
rersons with a slow metabolism find 
such weather most axzreenble.  Indi- 
viduals with hypothyroidism, which is 
generally associated with slow meta- 
bolism, like the sunuy ‘weather or 
climate best; individuals with hyper- 
thrroidism (exophthalmic goitre is al- 
most always marked by hyperthr- 
roidism) have a hich metabolie rate 
end instinctively avoid the bright sun- 
snine.

TWO CARNEGIE BANKS 
"FAIL TO OPEN DOORS 


Pittsburg, Pa., April] 27.—The Car- 
negie Trust company, of Carnegie, a 
suburb, failed to open its doors for 
business today. The First National 


Bank of Carnegie was closed by order 
of the board of directors a short time 
after it had opened for the day’s busi- 
ness. John A. Bell, of Pittsburg, is 
president of both banks. 

A notice pested on the doors of the 
Carnegie Trust company stated that 
Peter G. Cameron, state commissioner 
of banking, had taken possession of the 
bank and its property. *The netice 
posted on the doors of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Carnegie said: “This 
bank will not be open for business to- 
day by order of the board of direc- 
tors.” 

Commissioner Cameron in a public 
statement said the reserve fund of the 
trust company “had been below the 
legal requirements for some days” and 
that although efforts were made by the 
company to build up the reserve to the 
required amount “it has failed tq do 
so owing to the condition of its assets. 
which, in turn, is a direct result of 
the stagnation that has obtained in the 
bituminous. coal industry in Pennsyl- 
vania for some months.”  . 

He explained tbhfit the Carnegie: 
Trust company was the holder of ob- 
ligations of coal companies agzgregat- 
ing a considerable sum. 

Because of these conditions, it was 
the duty of the secretary of banking 
to take possession of the business and 
property of the trust company in order 
that the interests of the depositors and 
other creditors might be protected, 
said Mr. Cameron. 

The Carnegie Trust company has a 
eapital and surplus of $700,000. The 
First National Bank of Carnegie has 
a capital of $100,000 and surplus and 
undivided profits of $165,000. 


CHURCHILL PRESENTS 
FRO! BUDGET TODAY 


London, April 27.— Winst on 
Churchill will present his first budget 
to the house of commons Tuesday, a 
few minutes after the stock, grain and 
money markets have closed. 

Churchill is the most theatrical fig- 
ure in British publie life, with the 
possible excention of -David Lloyd- 
George... A year ago, Churchill was in 
political eclipse; he had foreseen the 
collapse of the liberal party and had 
Pwithdrawn from it. Temporarily he 
was not affiliated with any party; he 
had been defeated for a mere seat in 
parliament. 

Today Churchill is chancellor of the 
exchequer, likely to become leader of 
the conservative party in a few more 
years and the object of interest among 
Britons from poor housewives to mil- | 
lionaires. « 

Churchill’s budget is expected to 
lower the income tax from a base of 
22 1-2 per gent to 20 per cent. and 
also to impose a tariff on some luxury 
products such as automobiles, movie 
films, watches and elocks. 

It is generally believed that Church- 
ill will not be satisfied unless he cre- 
ates a sensation, hence there is the 
wildest speculation as to the contents 
of his budget. Only Premier Baldwin 
knew its details until Monday’s cabi- 
net meeting, when the other ministers 
were informed. Chancellors of the ex- 
chequer often succeed to the premier- 
ship. That was the route of recent 
premiers except Ramsay MacDonald.

Enticing It to Cotton, Plant 


Results of Experiments 


in Support of Einstein 
Theory of Relativity 
Given at Annual Meet. 


Washington, April 27.—The re- 


sults of experiments which support 
the Einstein theory of relativity, and 
promise of success in baiting the boll 
weevil with an odor similar to that 


believed to entice it to the cotton 
plant, were laid before tonight's ses- 


sion of the annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences. 
In the absence of Dr. A. A. Michel- 


son, head of the University of Chi- 
cago's physics’ department, because of 


illness, his associate, Professor A. H. 
Compton, read his paper entitled 
“The Latest Test of the Einstein 
Theory,” which determined that when 
the earth is going forward in a 
straight line, the velocity of light is 
apparently affected, but that rota- 
tion has no effect on light velocity. 


Does Not Follow Earth. 


Dr. Michelson’s experiments, con- 
ducted in conjunction with Professor 
H. G. Gale, dean of the graduate 
school of science, University of Chi- 
cago, indicated proof, Professor 
Compton said; of the theory that the 
cther does not go along with the 
earth, A race between two beams of 
light, traveling in opposite directions 
round a rectangle, was used in his 
experiments by Dr. Michelson, whose 
earlier work is credited with having 
set Einstein on the road to his rela- 
tivity theory. 

Preliminary .experiments by Fred- 
erick B. Power and Victor K. Ches- 
nut, bureau of chemistry, department 
of agriculture, in the cotton belt -in 
analyzing the odorous constituents of 
ihe cotton plant, the scientists were 
told, have disclosed that ammonia 
and trimethylamine were present in 
appreciable amounts in the distillate, 
but the ammonia largely predominat- 
ed. Both substances were also found 
to be emanations from the living 
plant, and although further tests re- 
main to be conducted, it is consid- 
ered possible that the odor attracting 
the boll weevil might be produced ar- 
tificially for use as a bait for the in- 
sect. 


Began Tests In 1923. 


The agriculture department chem- 
ists started their boll weevil baiting 
experiments in the summer of 1923, 
Messrs. Power and Chestnut said in 
their joint paper, government entomol- 
ogists having attributed the attraction 
to the cotton plant of the weevil to 
some volatile, odorous substance emit- 
ted by the plant, which could be de- 
tected by the pest at a considerable 
distance. 

The primary purpose of the study 
was,to ascertain the chemical charac- 
ter of the odorous substances so that, 
if possible, it might be produced in 
sufficient quantities for use as a lure. 

By distillation of masses of cotton 
plant foliage at the government experi- 
ment station at Tallulah, La., 12 basie 
substances were found, of which am- 
monia and trimethylamine predomi- 
nated, 

Identified In Dew Also. 

In addition to the discovery that 
these substances emanated from the 
living plant, the experts said, they 
have been identified in the dew ecol- 
lected from the foliage. It also has 
been’ found that an infinitesimal part 
of a gram of trimethylamine can be 
distinctly detected by its odor. 

Preliminary experiments with the 
odor as a lure tend to prove the effec- 
tiveness of the theory, scientists say. 
and while it still must be considered 
in an unproved stage, helpful results 
are hoped for. 

As scientists described the plan, the 
odorous bait would be used to lure the 
weevil into traps, such as ditches, from 
which they cannot escape, or into 
water,
